M. on the place of M. C. Atkins, in
which young Worth Campbell, son of
Columbas W. Campbell, was instantly
killed. Mr. Columbus Campbell i well
known all over Greenville County and
apper Spartanburg. He is a mausic
school teacher and his son always ac-
eowpanied and performed on the organ.
About four weeks ago he commenced a
ren days school at Motlow's Creek
chureh and before the school was out
the peopele and his pupils in the com-
munity became very much attached to
Mr, Campbell and hisson. Somuch so,
indeed, that when the time of parting
cameand Mr. Campbell began to extend
‘the parting hand to his puapils while
singing the song, “God be with yon till
we meet again,” the scene that followed
was truly heart rending. Last Sun-
day a protracted meeting began at
Motlow's Creek and Mr. Campbell and
his son came to assist in the meeting.
Yesterday young Worth went home
with Crawford Atkins for dinner and to
await night service. Ia the afternoon
the two young men went over to Mr.
M. C. Atkins to spend part of the after-
noon with some other young folks at
that place. While there they went
down on tha branch where Mr Atkins
had started to build a dirt dam across
the branch and it was about half done.
Mr, Atkins was building the dam with
a push car. The track was laid as the
embankment was filled in. The two
young men were riding on the car and
pushing it along with their feet. They
went a little too far before aware of the
danger and the young man went down
ander the car, the car falling on top
of him and mashing his head to pieces
It was sad news to cirry his parents,
but they bear their grief like heroes.
They felt that he was a Christian and
has gone to rest, and thus they are
comforted. The deceased was 19 years
and 12 days old. He was an organistas
wapy people can testify and was gen-
erly beloved.

ORDINANCE.
STEAM ENGINES AND

RAILWAYS

RAIL ROADS,

Be it Ordained by the Mayor and
City Couneil of the City of Spartan-
burg in Couneil assembled.

Skcrion 1.—It shall be the duty of
Railroad Companies or Corporations, to
have at the crossing of their railroads
or Railways on the following streets in
the City of Spartanburg, to wit: On
the croseing of Magnolia Street at or
near the depot of the Atlanta and
' arlotte Air Line Railway; at the
erossing on Muain street, between Chureh
and Liberty street, at South end of
Morgan Irom Works; at crossing on
Main Street at or near the Port Royal
and Railroad Offlce, or old depot; a man
with o hright red flag of suflicient size
to attack due attention,and it shall be
the duty of the Company or Corpora-
tion to cause said man to show districtly
and plaioly the said red flag whenever
an Epgine or Train may be approach-
ingz and before it reaches any of said
crossings.

SkcrioN 2.—1t sball be the duty of
the Flagman to give due and timely
uotice of the approach of any Engine or
Train, and to prevent if possible the
erossing of the Railroad track by vehi-
eles or pedestrains when an Engine or
Train may be approaching with the
purpose of crossing any of the said
uamed streets.

SECTION 3.—Any person Or pergons
crossing or attempting to cross the
track at any of said meutioned cros-
sings after being warned by the flag-
wan, ehall do so at their own peril.

sSEcTioy 4.—That it shall be unlaw-
ful for any Company or Corporation to
allow any of their Engines or train of
ears, to cross or pasg over any of the
street crossings of the City at any
greater rate of speed than three miles
per hour, aud the Fngines shall com-
wenee ringing their bell when aproach-
iug any cf said crossinge, at least by the
time the engine or ears pets within one
hundred yars of any of said erossings.
SEpcTioN 5 —That no Engine, or ear,
or triin or ears, shiall be permitted to
obstruet any of the streets of the City
by remaining stationary upon said
street or streets for any longer period
of time than five minutes.
sEerioy 6.—That any Railroad or
Ra iway Company or Corporation- or
auy persou or persons in the employ of
said Company or Corporations offend-
iug or violating this Ordinance or any
pertor parts thereof, shall be tried by
the Mavor of the City or by the City
Counpeil and upon beingz found czuilty
thereof ehall be fined in any summ not
less than five dollars or more than one
huuodred dollars, at the discretion of
the City Council before whow they way
be tried, or on fauilure to pay said fine
shall be imprisoned for not more than
thirty days. and made to work on the
streets of the City if deemed expedi-
ent, or an KExeeution to be issued
agnainst said Commpauy or corporation
cffending.
sSkcriox 7.—It shall be the duty of
the Folice of the ( ity or any of them to
enforee this Ordinance.

SectIoN 9. —That thisordinance shall
take ¢ffect from and after its ratifica-
tion, and all Ordinances and parts of
Ordisauces heretofore enforced. be aud
the sawe are hereby realed, in so far as
repungnant to this Ordinance,

ORDINANCE AS TO STREET RAIL-
ROADS.

Whereas, in the Judgment of the
Mayor and City Couneil, it would be
dangerous to life and property for any
street railroad eompany, trammway or
dommy line company, whether run by
horse steam orany other power, to use
the streets of the eity as a right of way,
which are less than thirty-five feet wide
in the wagon or drive way:
Now, therefore, be it ordained, That
from and after the passage of the or-
dinance, that no street railroad compa-
ny, tramway company or dnmmy line
company, whether operated hy horse,
steam or any other power, shall be per-
mitted to lay its track along any of the
streets of this city, which shall uot have
an uniform width of at least thirty-five
feet in the wagon or drive way eXeln-
sive of side-walks—that is tosay, which
shall not be at least thirty-tive feet
wide between the side-walk curbings.
And be it further ordained, that no
such railroad ¢ smpany, tramway com-
pany, or dummy line company ehall be
permitted to lay its track along or uver
any bridge or viaduet which shall not
be at least thirty-five feet wide in the
wagon or drive way, exclusive of side-
walks, and where such crossicg is made
such railroad company, tramway com-
pany or dummy or dummy line compa-
ny shall, at its own expense, replace
sueh bridge or viaduet with an iron or
stone structure at least thirty-five feet
in width in the wagon or drive-way;
and said railroad company or dummy
line cowpany shall, at their own ex-
pense, keep a watchman at such bridge
or crossing while cars are being opera-
ted on the lice. Provided this ordi-
danee shall not apply to streets already
laid with tracks. |

URDINANCE-DRUMMING AT RAIL-
ROADS.

Be it ordained by thes Mayor and Al-
dermen of Spartanburg in Cily Coun-
cil assembled.

That section 7 of article 10 of the by-
laws be altered and amended as follows:
Strike out all of the words livery stable
line of said section 7, and insert in lien
thereof, *‘to leave their carriage, omni-
bus, hack or other vehicle more than
three feet thereform, for the purpose of
soliciting patronage to any of the said
hotels, boarding houses or livery sta-
bles in and of the eity, so that the said
section 7 shali read “that it shall not be
lawtul for any hotel propietor, clerk or
drummer, omoibus or earringe driver
or agent or drayman, or any person or
persous in ewployment of any hotel,
boarding hionse or livery stable or dray-
mwan who makes it his business to drum
up or solicit patronage for said hotel,
boarding ho 1se or livery stable, tu leave
their earriag , omnibus, hack. or other
vehicle more than threa feet ther efrom
for the purpos of soliciting patronage
to any of the hotels, boarding houses,
or livery stables in and of the c'ty.”
